The Secretary's report was read and accepted. 

The more important donations reported by the Librarian are 
as follows :

Bro. Paul deSchweinitz, in his capacity as Vice President of 
the Society for Propagating the Gospel, informed the meeting 
that, as a result of his correspondence with Bro. Wm. H. Jor- 
dan, a member both of the Society for Propagating the Gospel 
and of the Moravian Historical Society, the latter had gener- 
ously offered to enlarge the Ephrata or Whitfield House at an 
approximate cost of $6000, thus affording additional rooms for 
furloughed and retired missionaries and ministers, and a more 
commodious hall and museum for the Moravian Historical So- 
ciety. 

Bro. deSchweinitz also communicated the vote of thanks 
which the Directors of the Society for Propagating the Go§pel, 
as holders of the titles to the Ep'hrata Missionary Home, had 
adopted and sent to Bro. Wm. H. Jordan. 

As the Moravian Historical Society will thus secure enlarged 
quarters, which have long been desired, the following resolution 
was offered and adopted. 

Resolved, That the Moravian Historical Society hears with 
great satisfaction of the generous intention of Bro. Wm. H. 
Jordan to enlarge the Whitfield House as a memorial of his 
father, the late Bro. Francis Jordan, whereby the Society will 
secure more commodious quarters, and herewith joins with the 
Directors of the Society for Propagating the Gospel, th€ cus- 
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todians of the building, in a most hearty expression of thanks 
to the donor, and trusts that the accomplishment of his plans 
may prove a source of constant pleasure to him, as well as a 
lasting memorial to his honored father. 

That it also ventures to express the hope that the propose3 
enlargement may be completed in time to be formally opened 
and dedicated in connection with the jubilee celebration of the 
Historical Society in 1907. 

Resolved further, That this record and resolution be entered 
upon the minutes of the Society in full, and that a copy thereof 
be sent to Bro. Wm. H. Jordan. 

On motion, the Executive Committee was instructed to pro- 
vide a special programme for the annual meeting in 1907, it be- 
ing the fiftieth anniversary of the organization of the Society.

After the collation, the chairman announced that the follow- 
ing members of the Society had passed away since the last 
annual meeting: H. C. Carter, Robert Haas, George R. Geiger, 
Mrs. Francis Wolle, John Hill Martin and Robert Rau.

Before adjourning, the following resolution was adopted by a 
rising vote : 

Whereas, In his wise Providence, it has pleased the Lord to 
call into the rest that remaineth for the people of God, our 
esteemed and beloved brother, Robert Rau, deceased at Bethle- 
hem, Pa., July 30, 1906, for many years a familiar figure at the 
meetings, and long a prominent member of the Moravian His- 
torical Society, whose objects he ever sought to advance to the 
full measure of his ability, whether in the capacity of an officer, 
or in the discharge of committee duty, as a writer of papers, 
interesting when he read them, or valuable for reference as 
sources of accurate knowledge, by painstaking research among 
original documents, or by personal investigation on historic 
ground, be it 

Resolved, That the Moravian Historical Society, assembled 
in Nazareth, Pa., at its annual meeting, September 18, 1906, 
makes special record of its admiring recognition of the excep- 
tional and zealous services rendered in its behalf by Bro. Rau, 
that it expresses its keen sense of the severe loss sustained 
through his departure, that it gratefully regards his literary and 
historical labors to be of enduring worth, no less for information 
of the general public than for the student of distinctly Moravian 
subjects, and that it finds consoling thought, for itself and for 
the closer circle of the bereaved, in the evidence that his works 
do follow him, and in the assurance that he, being dead, be- 
longs, in very truth, to the number who still speak.
